Insane Skipper 
On Fish Boat 


Radio Operator Appeals For 
Aid For Crew On Craft Off 
West Coast Of Mexico 


LOS ANGELES (l?)—With its report- 
edly crazed skipper at the helm, the 85- 
foot Purse Seiner Sea Tern and its crew 
of 11 cruised in Mexican waters 100 
miles south of here today with navy 
and coast guard authorities powerless 
to go to the rescue of the desperate 
crew. 

The radio operator of the Sea Tern 
appealed frantically last night to the 
United States shipping authorities. 

“Captain abusive, apparently insane. 
Fear death aboard soon. Will give fed- 
eralal department proof of illegal fish- 
ing off Peru and Ecuador.” 

The mesage, signed ‘Jaynes, 
operator,” was received by U. S. ship- 
ping commissioner A. L. Woodruff from 
the Sea Tern, six weeks out of San Pe- 
dro and now off Tortuga Island in the 
Gulf of California. No further message 
was forthcoming. 

An international treaty prevents the 
United States from sending aid to 
such of its ships that are in trouble 
more than 250 miles below the border.

Stop The 


Reorganization 
Bill! 


‘The following article is from 
the syndicated column, “On The 
Record,” (Sopyright, 1938, The 
New York Tribune, Inc.,) by Dor- 
othy Thompson. well known wo- 
man news correspondent, who 
was an eye witnes in Europe of 
the collapse of democratic gov- 
ernment. and is republished here 
by permission of the copyright 
owners.) 


If the bill for the Reorganization of 
the Executive passes in its present form 


we shall have gone a long way toward ! 


establishing authoritarian government 
in the United States. Congress will have 
decreed its own partial abdication, and 


can permanently prevent the full Con- 
gressional power from ever being re- | 
captured. Thus, from interpreting de- | 
mocracy to mean the uncontrolled will | 
of the majority, we shall have passed | 
to interpreting it as meaning the power 
of one-third of the people’s represen- | 
tatives to block the will of the other 
two-thirds. 

The events of the last fortnight, 
all over the world, have occupied the 
front page headlines. The repercussion 
from them has stupefied us all. But 
we have got to continue to keep our 
eyes open, and, for the moment, turn 
them again toward Washington. For 
this proposal to reorganize the execu- 
tive branch of the government is at 
least as revolutionary as the Supreme 
Court bill, and in my opinion, even 
more dangerous to representative, dem- 
ocratic government. And unless there is 
a howl from the country within the 
next few days, this bill, which is now 
before the Senate, is very likely to pass. 

~r- + 

That the whole structure of our ad- 
ministrative system needs overhauling | 
and reforming is beside the point at | 
this moment. What we really need, and | 
need desperately, it is an exten- 
sion, not a diminishing, of Congres- 
sional control and the erection of a 
more efficient apparatus for that pur- 
pose. 

This bill moves in exactly the oppo- 
site direction. It gives the President 
complete power over the bureaus, the 
agencies and the public corporations, 
which, with their immense funds and 
their immense powers, have the capa- 
city to make or break the economic and 
social structure of the country, and un- 
der this bill the President will be sub- 
ject to less supervision than is given to 
the head of any private corporation in 
the United States. 

He will be given the power “to trans- 
fer, regroup, co-ordinate, consolidate, 
reorganize or abolish” all of the admin- 
istrative agencies. This might conceiv- 
ably be a desirable move for greater 
efficiency. provided that some check, 
somewhere, is exercised by the repre- 
sentatives of the people. But the joker 
lies in the President’s veto power. Un- 
der this law he can issue an edict with 
regard to all these agencies. If Con- 
gress does not disapprove within sixty 
days the edict becomes law. If it does 
disapproval is subject to Presidential 
veto. And it will then take a two-thirds

foods taste better if exposed to the 
air for an hour before using. 
Almost every kind of food—excent 


radishes and lettuce—mavy be bought 
today in cans, and as cheaply so as in 
the raw state. This is a saving of 
time and effort for the housewife, and 
of fuel in caoking. It is a boon to 
the business woman or surprised host- 
ess who must prepare a hasty meal 
She should possess a well-stocked 
pantry from which she can concoct a 
variety of dishes on short notice. 

The mineral salts and most of the 
vitamins, color and flavor are preserv- 
ed by present canning methods.
